Makeshift Craft Eludes 
Army Flyers. 


STOCKHOLM, Aug. 3 (AP) — 
Four young Poles, one a woman, 


landed their bullet-riddled, make- 
shift plane in southern Sweden 
today and told of a dramatic es- 
cape from Red Poland amid gun- 
fire. 

They asked for asylum, saying 
they were “fed up” with the Com- 
at government in their home- 
land. 


Their exploit took piace less 
than 24 hours after 12 sailors of 
the Polish navy staged a Baltic 
mutiny aboard a minesweeper and 
chose refuge in Sweden. 


The two incidents created spec- 
ulation concerning a possible con- 
nection with the recent visit to 
Poland of Soviet Deputy Prime 
Minister V. M. Molotov, who 
warned in threatening terms 
against Titoist revolts. 


The four refugees today told 
of a zig-zagging flight at 10,000 
feet through the Baltic clouds to 
shake off a pursuing military 
aircraft. Once, a hatch flew open 
and they almost fell into the sea. 


They said they crept up on the 
stolen plane—a craft put together 
from a Polish engine, wheels from 
a German Messerschmitt, an 
American carburetor and some 
Swiss parts—at 3 a.m. at an air- 
port near Poznan. Overpowering 
two guards, they took off under 
the gunfire of other guards.

Some employers and un- 
ions prefer a reopening clause 
in a contract to allow wage rates 
to catch up to living cost ad- 
vances, but without being com- 
mitted to automatic rises and 
drops. 

Chairman George W. Taylor of 
the Wage Stabilization Board an- 
nounced the proposed policy at a 
press conference. He said there 
was no change in Regulation Six 
which gave automatic approval to 
10 per cent increases above rates 
in effect Jan. 15, 1950. 

It is estimated that living costs 
have increased about 11 per cent 
above January 1950. | 

Explanation by Taylor. | 

Taylor explained the propased 
policy would permit living ¢cost 
advances to be dated from the 
date of the last contract, instead 
of the Jan. 15, 1950, date c¢on- 
tained in previous regulations, 

He said the idea would be to 
preserve the relationship between 
wages and living costs which ex- 
isted at the time the last con- 
tract was made. . 

Taylor said the 18 membefs of 
the board had participated in the 
decision, although only 12 voted. 
He would not predict whether 
Johnson would approve it, but 
said it represented*the unani- 
mous opinion of the labor, man- 
agement and public representa- 
tives on the wage board. 

A decision based on the new 
policy will also be submitted to 
Johnston to cover the northern 
cotton-rayon textile industry, 
seeking a 7 per cent wage hike 
for more than 100,000 workers.

DECLINE FOR NINTH 
CONSECUTIVE WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP)— 


the ended July 31 for the ninth 
consecutive week, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics reported today. 

The dorp in the last week was 
one-tenth of one per cent, to a 
new index of 177.9 per cent of 
the 1926 average. That was 13.4 
per cent above the pre-Korea av- 
erage and 7.3 per cent above the 
level of a year ago.

OTTAWA, Aug. 3 (UP)—The 
12-nation North Atlantic Council 
will meet here Sept. 15, it was 
announced today.

STATE JOBLESS 
RESERVE FUND 


AT RECORD HGH 


$209,577,000 Total 
Reached July 31—Ben- 
efit Payments Down 53 
Pct. in Year.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 3— 
The Missouri reserve fund for 
payment of jobless benefits to 
persons covered by the state un- 
employment compensation law 
reached a record total of $209,- 
577,086 last July 31, Director 
Charles A. Ricker of the State 
Division of Employment Security 
said today. 


The new record figure was 
reached, Ricker said, without 
complete payment by employers 
of jobless insurance payroll} taxes 
due for the second quarter of 
this year. The state granted an 
extension of time for second- 
quarter payments to employers 
whose records were damaged or 
lost in recent Missouri floods. 


Payments of payroll taxes to 
the reserve fund hy Missouri em- 
ployers totaled $24,901,000 in the 
fiscal year ending last June 30, 
Ricker said, and the reserve fund, 
which is deposited in the United 
States Treasury, earned $4,197,000 
in federal interest payments, 


Ricker said payments of unem- 
ployment benefits to jobless per- 
sons subject to the law totaled 
$11,860,000 in the 12-month per- 
iod ending last June 30, a de- 
crease of 53 per cent from the 
total for the preceding fiscal year. 


Ricker said department statis- 
tics showed Missouri employment 
in all fields other than agricuiture 
totaled about 1,210,900 persons 
last June, an increase of 63,800 
over June of 1950. He said these 
figures did not include approxi- 
mately 500,000 persons engaged 
in farm work.

US. VOIDS BALL 


18 of 39 Reds Now in Cus- 
tody in New Govern- 
‘ment Blow at Civil 


) Rights Congress. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3 (AP) — 
Three additional aliens surren- 
dered today in the Government 
roundup of 39 persons at liberty 
under bail furnished by the Civil 
Rights Congress, branded sub- 
versive by the United States At- 
torney General. 


The three brought to 16 the 
rfumber in custody in New York, 
One also surrendered in Boston 
and one in Philadelphia, after the 
attorney general voided all bail 
posted through the CRC. 

All face deportation on- charges 
of being members of the Com- 
munist party or having Red con- 
nections. The bail fund of the 
congress had posted a total of 
$110,000 for the defendants, 31 
of whom live in the New York 
district and eight in the Detroit 
area. 

They must produce new bonds 
or go to jail. 

Others Promise to Appear. 
Their re-arrests started yester- 
day after Attorney General J. 
Howard McGrath announced that 
the Justice Department considers 
void all bond furnished by the 
congress’s bail fund. 

Outlawing of the Civil Rights 
Congress as bondsman was ini- 
tiated last month in New York by 
United States District Judge Syl- 
vester J. Ryan. He acted after 
four of 11 convicted Communists 
jumped $80,000 in bail, and the 
bail fund trustees refused to fur- 
nish a list of fund contributors. 

The judge said knowledge of 
the fund donors might aid in the 
nation-wide search for the fugi- 
tive Reds, still at large. They 
are Gus Hall, Robert Thompson, 
Henry Winston and Gilbert Green, 

Two ‘Second-String’ Reds. 
Those who surrendered here in- 
cluded Alexander Bittelman and 
Betty Gannett, held in lieu of 
$5000 bail each in the deportation 
case. They were among 17 “sec- 
ond-string” Communist leaders 
indicted on charges of conspiracy 
to teach and advocate the over- 
throw of the United States Gov- 
ernment by violence. They were 
out on $20,000 bail each in that 
cose. 

Four trustees of the Civil 
Rights Congress bail fund now 
are serving jail sentences for con- 
tempt of court. They are Fred- 
erick Vanderbilt Field; mystery- 
story writer Dashiell Hammett, 
W. Alphaeus Hunton and Abner 
Green,

Senator Who Defeated Tydings Condemned ;

The subcommittee, in its report to the full Senate Rules Com- 
mittee, recommended, however, that no action be taken to unseat 
Senator Butler. It did recommend extensive revisions of campaign- 


ing laws to prevent such campaigns in the future. 


Chairman Hayden (Dem.), Ari- 
zona, of the Rules Committee an- 
nounced after an executive ses- 
sion of the committee at which 
the report was considered that 
action on the subcommittee’s re- 
port would be postponed. 

This represented an apparent 
change of plans, since the printed 
text of the subcommittee’s report 
had been dgawn up as though it 
were to be presented to the Sen- 
ate the Rules Committee. The 
committee received the report but 
did not formally adopt it, a neces- 
sary preliminary to its presenta- 
tion to the Senate. 

“Acts of Omission.” 

Condemning Senator Butler for: 
“acts of omission” rather than of 
commission, the subcommittee 


_ charged that he had a “moral re- 


s>onsibility” to prevent his cam- 
paigners from working at.the “low 
level of exploiting doubt as to the 
loyalty and patriotism of former 
S-nator Millard—_Tydings,” whose 
set Senator Butler won.

Just «What Mao Has Done. 


Yet this is precisely, and with- 
out the slightest exaggeration, 
what Mao Tse-tung has now done, 


through the medium of the seven 


articles by his chief subordinates. 
Although Stalin’s name is not 
even mentioned in four of these 
articles, in the three others there 
are formal bows in his direction. 
But on the essential points, Mao 
makes himself entirely clear. 

“Mao Tse-tung’s theory of the 
Chinese revolution,” an “enrich- 
ment of Marxism-Leninism,” must 
be the basis for solving the “‘prob- 
lems of revolution in the colonial 
and semi-colonial countries.” 

These countries are “‘Viet-Na 
(Indochina), Burma, Indonesia, 
Malaya, and the Philippines,” 
with “India, Japan, and other 
countries,” in a second, less ur- 
gent category. 

The new dogma is stated ex- 
plicitly: 


in imperialist countries was the 
October revolution (in Russia). 
The classic type of revolution in 
colonial and semi-colonial coun- 
tries is the Chinese revolution.” 


Claims Asia in Effect. 

Stalin will most certainly un- 
derstand what is meant by this. 
Mao is in effect saying to Stalin: 
“Europe is yours. Asia is mine. 
Keep out.” 

It is reasonable to assume that 
this none too subtle declaration , 
of ideological independence and 
expansionist intention has shaken 
the Kremlin like nothing else 
since the defection of Tito. |. 

But does this mean that Mao 
Tse-tung is to become another 
Tito? . 

The whole tone of the seve 
articles indicates very clearly that 
Mao Tse-tung will welcome a 
really equal alliance with the 
Soviet Union, provided the sphere 
of expansion of each partner is 
clearly marked out. For a time 
at least, the Kremlin may accept 
this, as the best of a bad bar- 
gain, but in the Kremlin’s view, 
it can only be a very bad bar- 
gain. 

Unacknowledged by Kremlin. 


The Kremlin’s propaganda has 
never for a moment acknowl- 
edged Mao Tse-tung’s ambitious 
claims. Mao is regularly pictured 
as a humble and grateful disciple 
of the great Stalin. Moreover, ac- 
cording to the best intelligence, 
the Russians are making a deter- 
mined effort to infiltrate and 
control the Chinese Communist 
apparatus. 

Finally, the Kremlin has a very 
powerful lever to use on Mao; the 
Chinese Communists cannot pos- 
sibly carry on the Korean war, 
for example, without the weap- 
ons and supplies which can come 
only from Russia. It is interest- 
ing that the seven articles were 
published soon after the Malik

Against Steel Traps 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Aug. 1 the fur sales began. Most 
women know nothing of the frightful 
agony with which their furs are taken, 
the fur trade having kept the facts hid- 
den from them. But all our native fur- 
bearers—muskrat, mink, rabbit, squir- 
rel, fox, raccoon, opossum, skunk, 
beaver, badger, wildcat, coyote, wolf, 
bear, etc—are captured in the steel 
trap, which does not kill. But, seizing 
a foot or leg in powerful jaws which 
crush the flesh and often break the 
bone, it holds the injured limb for 
hours, days, sometimes a week, in a 
pressure so terrible that every victim 
which can do so chews off its own leg 
to escape the unendurable agony. In 
every wood, field, farm and stream in 
our nation, the horrible thing goes on 
each winter. Norway, Sweden, Finland 
and Germany years ago outlawed the 
stee] trap. This country, Canada and 
Russia still legalize it, to their disgrace. 

There are furs which are never 
' trapped, those of the hoofed animals— 
sheep, goat, cattle, pony, deer and 
camel families, with the exception of 
Russian broadtail, premature birth 
being induced by beating the mother 
with iron rods, and Persian lamb, the 
newborn lamb being skinned alive in 
some countries. This is not done on 
the few karakul farms in America. 

On all our fur farms, the animals 
are reared and killed humanely. Their 
principal products are silver fox and 
its variants, and mutation mink and its 
many variants. Natural dark mink is 
still largely trapped. Much less expen- 
sive, and very warm and beautiful, are 
the new-nylon furs, invented by duPont 
chemists, but not yet extensively on the 
market. 

A national society, Defenders of Fur- 
bearers, with headquarters’ at 1214 Six- 
teenth street N.W., Washington, has 
been organized to inform women how 
their furs are obtained, and to offer 
money prizes for the invention of pain- 
less traps. Join it, men and women 


who hate cruelty.

Rent Control Did It 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editor's note under Adrian 
Rushman’s recent letter points out the 
exact cause of the housing shortage. 
The figure of 3.5 persons per unit of 
housing used by sewage disposal engi- 
neers was probably correct for St. 
Louis before rent controls were in ef- 
fect. The figure of 2.8 persons per 
unit which you quoted. as the 1950 
average means simply that the people 
have spread out and occupy more hous- 
ing. They have been able to do this 
simply because rents are all out of 
proportion to wages and salaries. 

Hundreds of apartments that form- 
erly housed from two to five bachelors 
are now each housing a single person. 
Such luxury would not be possible for 
most of these people if they were not 
getting it for a great deal less than it 
is worth. 

Rent control has done just what any 
other price control will do. It has in- 
creased consumption and decreased 
production with the result that supply 
and demand are getting farther out of 
balance all the time.

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Middle of What Road? 


Members of the House who toured the Mis- 
souri valley flood areas last month have reached 
one sound conclusion. They agree with the 
Hoover Commission that the present system of 
divided river development is unsatisfattory and 
that “no fully effective method has been adopted 
for reconciling the conflicting programs.” 

Without belittling either the Army Engineers 
or the Bureau of Reclamation, the members of 
the House expenditures subcommittee who vis- 
ited the valley are disturbed by “the spectacle 
of two federal agencies contending for the con- 
struction and operation of projects on the same 

_rivers, and sometimes at the same places.” They 
do not believe that “inter-agency committees 
and other devices” have achieved the necessary 
unification. 

Accordingly, a subcommittee headed by Rep. 
Frank Karsten of St. Louis has been appointed 
to look into the feasibility of the Hoover Com- 
mission’s proposals for a remedy. The Hoover 
Commission suggested that water resource de- 
velopment be consolidated in the Interior De- 
partment, that a board of analysis report to the 
President on national development policies, and 
that advisory committees for each valley be set 
up with representation from the areas con- 
cerned. 

There is no reason why these proposals should 
not be studied, but why stop with them? Why 
not study also the plan for a regional develop- 
ment agency administered in the valiey itself, 
rather than in Washington? 

The House subcommittee seems to be im- 
pressed by the fact that the Hoover Commis- 
sion proposals represented a “middle-of-the-road” 
approach, between the status quo and a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority. This idea that an over- 
all, regional agency is some sort of extreme has 
been assiduously cultivated by its opponents. 
The fact is that if anything represents a “mid- 
dle-of-the-road” approach, it is an agency of, 
for and in the Missouri Valley. 


The true extremes in river development are an 
excessively local approach on the one hand, and 
an excessively national approach on the other. 
The localists are those who want to solve the 
river problem by building local levees to stop 
floods, local dams to provide power or naviga- 
tion, local reservoirs to store irrigation water. 
That approach, as events have showed time and 
again, is costly, wasteful and ineffective. Devel- 
opment must be valley-wide. Irrigation, power, 
flood control and, navigation must be consoli- 
dated in a single resources plan. 

But it does not follow that this single plan 
must be administered by a national agency in 
Washington. Indeed, there are strong reasons 
why it should not be so, administered. It is in 
Washington that the irrigation lobby, the power 
lobby, the flood control lobby and the navigation 
lobby are strongest. Any agency running the 
river from Washington would be subject to the 
same lobby pressures which now beset the Pick- 
Sloan plan, and would therefore be likely to 
make the same political compromises which the 
Pick-Sloan plan represents. 


Why is it that many of the same people who 
complain of centralized power in Washington 
support a plan for centralizing more power 
there in valley development? A regional agency, 
close to the people it serves, subject to the day- 
to-day check of regional opinion, would offer 
immense advantages. We hope Rep. Karsten’s 
subcommittee will not close its mind to this ap- 
proach before it has fully investigated the case 
for it. 
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Congressmen at Bat 

The Celler committee -does not know where 
to look for the scandals in baseball. ‘All this stuff 
about the reserve clause and peonage! Pish- 
tosh! The real outrage is in plain sight between 
the pitcher’s mound and home plate—or maybe 
the catcher’s glove. Yes, it’s “the most enor- 
mously exploited farce in sports history,” the 
“curve.” 

We have just received a very indignant wire 
from Canada. It says that if the committee 
would only get at the “hushed” facts, “the pub- 
lic would be indignant to learn how young Amer- 
ican boys and youths are victimized into buying 
— often with penny-bank savings—books on 
pitching which are known to be absurdly erron- 
eous and actually nonsensical.” And so on. 

The time was—and it was not a very long 
time ago—when the “curve” debate was a pleas- 
ant diversion for scientists, high speed photog- 
raphers and Sunday feature editors. But the 
argument just could not be kept going. The 
answer was at the plate. Ask any man who has 
just looked at a third strike whether a pitcher 
can throw a “curve.” 

But this does suggest an interesting possibili- 
tv. Maybe Representative Celler and his col- 
leagues should go out to the ball park, each of 
them to get one turn at bat against, say, Ned 
Garver. 
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Pravda Makes News 


The most interesting thing about the debate 
between Pravda and British Foreign Secretary 
Herbert Morrison is the fact that Pravda, fol- 
lowed by the other mass newspapers in the 
Soviet Union, published it. 

Why? This is something new and unusual. It is 
of a piece with the new magazine just launched 
in Moscow, ostensibly dedicated to improved 
understanding with Britain and America, which 
has now invited Americans to contribute arti- 
cles. Secretary Acheson described the new mag- 
azine as an attempt to lull the Western World, 
since it is published in English. Yet some of its 
articles were reprinted in the Soviet press, and 
now Prarvda’s exchange with Mr. Morrison is 
clearly addressed to the Russians as much as us. 

So it is possible that the Kremlin is trying not 
only to Jull the West, but to lull its own people. 
Enough of the Western point of view may have 
seeped through the iron curtain to worry the 
Communist overlords. In order to combat that 
point of view more effectively, they may have 
decided to bring it into the open and openly 
attack it. 

If true, this is good news for the West. It 
suggests that there must be a body of opinion 
in the Soviet Union which has not been satisfied 
with the ready-made propaganda line dispensed 
by the ruling party. If the party finds it neces- 
sary to let the West speak for itself, in order 
that the West's case may be directly rebutted, 
then the party must have discovered that its own 
version of Western aims and motives had not 
proved tpo convincing. And the very fact that 
the Kremlin recognizes a need to convince its 
own people is significant. 

The West can hardly lose in this exchange. 
But there is really not much point in continuing 
the sterile debate over which country enjoys 


the most freedom. Pravda’s empty claims do not . 


fool anyone, and the West does not need to prove 
its own virtues to itself. 

More important than ideological differences, 
just now, are the actions which the Soviet Union 


takes as a national power. To end aggression 
and halt the drift toward war it is not necessary 
that the Russians should adopt our political sys- 
tem or that we should adopt theirs. But it is 
very necessary that the Russians should aban- 
don their effort to impose the Kremlin’s will 
upon other peoples, and give up the military 
aggrandizement which they use for that purpose. 
If more Pravda debates can bring this message 
to the Russian people, then let the debates go on. 
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Looking Into It 

President Truman has not been allowed to 
forget that in a fit of pique he called the report 
of the Fulbright committee investigating the 
RFC “asinine.” 

About the connection of National Democratic 
Chairman William M. Boyle Jr. with a St. Louis 
printing firm which got $565,000 in RFC loans, 
the President has been much more circumspect. 

Last week, he told his press conference he was 
looking into the matter. This week, he told his 
press conference he is still looking into it. 

Here are the salient facts: 

1. The American Lithofold Corp. of St. Louis 
applies for an RFC loan, is turned down three 
times. 

2. The company retains Mr. Boyle, who has 
access to the White House and strong influence 
throughout the Administration, as a lawyer. Ac- 
cording to the president of the firm, Mr. Boyle 
does no work. 

3. The company retains James P. Finnegan, 
friend and associate of Mr. Boyle, and Collector 
of Internal Revenue, as business counsellor. Mr. 
Finnegan urges the St. Louis RFC office to grant 
the company a loan. 

4. RFC directors reverse their staff advisors 
and themselves, grant loans to the company 
which ultimately total $565,000. 

5. When Mr. Boyle goes off the payroll, os- 
tensibly because he does not Wish to be accused 
of exerting his party influence as a lawyer, his 
former partner, Max Siskind, goes on. 

Most men in the street, looking at these facts, 
would be irresistibly borne toward one conclu- 
sion. We wonder what conclusion they will sug- 
gest to the White House. 
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Adm. Fechteler’s Responsibility 

Adm. William M. Fechteler is stepping up to 
his new post as chief of naval operations and 
membership on the Joint Chiefs of Staff at a 
time when there are growing indications that 
the smouldering feud between the Navy and 
the Air Force may explode again. 

The explosion could be touched off as a re- 


sult of the long and bitter fight between Air’ 


Force adherents of long-range land-based bomb- 
ers and Navy proponents of carrier-borne air 
power. Or it could be ignited by the heated dif- 
ferences between the two services over the use 
of tactical air support. 

In the latter area, as a matter of fact, things 
may be getting somewhat out of hand. Hanson 
W. Baldwin has reported in the New York Times 
that Navy-Marine units were withdrawn from 
the war games at Fort Bragg, N.C., because of 
differences with the Air Force over the system 
of air control to be used. 

“Fundamental, however,” Baldwin wrote, “is 
the Air Force belief—not shared by the other 
services—that close air support is the least effec- 
tive and most wasteful way of using air 
power. . . ’ The Navy, he added, believes in 
close support of fighting ground troops. 

Baldwin rightly concluded that the opposing 
concepts “must be settled at the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff level,” and not in the field. This is the 
point where Adm. Fechteler will enter the pic- 
ture. He can become an instrument of unifica- 
tion, or he can further widen the differences be- 
tween the services. 

Few persons outside the inner circle of the 
Navy know much about Adm. Fechteler. In 
choosing him to succeed the late Adm. Forrest 
P. Sherman, President Truman passed over 
Adm. Arthur W. Radford, senior of the Navy’s 


four-star admirals now on active duty. Radford, « 


an airman, took part in the Navy-Air Force con- 
troversy of two years ago. Fechteler kept out of 
it. The country will be watching closely to see 
how well he fills the shoes of his able prede- 


° cessor, 
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Smell From Springfield 

Illinois auditors and Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion investigators have begun a state-wide in- 
vestigation of alleged frauds and over-ceiling 
sales of meat to mental hospitals, prisons, or- 
phanages and other Illinois institutions. 

There can be no doubt that a complete airing 
of the facts is called for. Agents of the Peoria 
OPS office have reported they discovered that a 
Chicago packing concern had been selling meat 
to state institutions at prices 20 to 23 per cent 
in excess of ceilings. Then, later, Ora Smith, 
heading the OPS investigators, said a prelim- 
inary check had uncovered facts that ‘smell a 
little.” 

Joseph Pois, newly-appointed state finance di- 
rector, says, ““We certainly intend to ascertain if 
any state employes were working in collusion 
with any state supplier.” 

With or without collusion, the sale of meat to 
institutions at prices 20 per cent over ceiling 
should concern the state quite as much as the 
federal government. Who authorized the pur- 
chases? Why? These are questions which the 
state officials should be the first to answer.

A Plain Warning 

College athletes rapidly are becoming pro- 
fessionals. That is what the top men in the lead- 
ing college conferences said at their meeting in 
Colorado Springs. Oh, they used more academic 
language. They deplored the development of 

such specialization of the student athlete in 
the techniques of the various sports as to 
interfere with the basic concept of athletic 
activity as only an incidental agi of college 
life and experience. 

This and similar talk about “overshadowing 
the student-status of the player” simply adds 
up, in plain words, to a warning to slow down 
“big time” sports programs. Slow down or 
sports may disappear from the campus alto- 
gether. 

It is good to hear the National Association 
of Collegiate Commissioners talking this wav 
because, for a long time, the commissioners 
were among the first to rise in “righteous” 
wrath when anybody else said the same thing. 

There is no objection to “college athletics as 
a healthy activity outlet fer the students.” But 
there is a very real objection to turning boys’ 
play into men's work, putting the schools into 
the entertainment business on a large scale, and 
the hypocrisy which comes when this is done 
under the guise of amateurism. 

We hope the commissioners’ warning is 
heeded. But we have a feeling that with the 
first touch of autumn in the air most coaches 
will be doing business as usual. The old pressure 
will be on to fill the stadium. Why. the ticket 
order blanks are.in the mail already.

The serious charge made by the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch against William 
M. Boyle Jr., chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee—that he received 
$8000 from the American Lithofold Corp. 
in payment for his influence in securing 
an RFC loan for the firm—deserves the 
prompt study which President Truman 
has promised to give it. 

Mr. Boyle, who was selected for the 
party post by the President, should not be 
condemned, of course, in advance of 
proof. We are glad, 
however, that the 
President showed 
better judgment 
than to dismiss the 
“asinine” 
—the term he ap- 
plied so nonchalant- 
ly and so mistakenly 
to Senator Ful- 
bright’s early allega- 
tions about the RFC. 

According to the 
Post - Dispatch, Mr. 
Boyle was paid by 
the printing’ con- 
cern in monthly in- wWiitiam M. Bovle Jr 
stallments beginning - ' 
Shortly after the RFC loan was granted in 
November 1949. Mr. Boyle acknowledged 
he had been an attorney for the firm but 
said he had severed all connection with it 
in May of that year, when he assumed the 
committee chairmanship, and denied any 
activity respecting the loan. 


The president of the American Litho- 
fold Corp. said his firm hired Mr. Boyle 
as an attorney for three months in 1949, 
paying him $500 a month and that this 
was all the money it ever paid him. 


It should not be too difficult to deter- 
mine the facts. If they are not forthcom- 
ing as a result of presidential inquiry, the 
investigating arm of the Senate Expendi- 
tures Committee will be amply justified 
in calling Mr. Boyle before it. 


The chairman of.a national political 
committee—particularly of the incumbent 
party—is obviously a man of great influ- 
ence. Nothing could be more basic to 
good government or to ethical standards 
than that his influence should not be for 
sale. Mr. Boyle is not a Government of- 
ficial: but a full explanation is due from 
him for his own sake and in the public 
interest.

On Feb. 8, 1949, William M. Boyle 
Jr.. was named executive vice chairman 
of the Democratic National Committee by 
the then chairman, Sen. J. Howard Mce- 
Grath, with the approval of President 
Truman. 

In the words of the U.S. News at 
that time, Mr. Boyle virtually took over 
“the direction of the Democratic party” 
because the increasing duties of Mr. Mc- 
Grath as Senator did not allow him time 
to concentrate upon Democratic party 
politics. It was well known that Mr. 
Boyle was close to President Truman. 

In January and February 1949 a St. 
Louis printing firm had three times ap- 
plied for a loan from the Reconstruction

Finance Corporation and had been turned 
down three times. In March 1949 this 
St. Louis firm retained Boyle as its legal 
counsel. 

On March 3, 1949, the RFC approved a 
loan of $80,000 to the St. Louis printing 
firm. This was raised to $465,000 on Sept. 
30, and another $100,000 on Nov. 30 
brought the total RFC loan to $565,000. 

Now these dates may be purely coinci- 
dental as they bear upon Mr. Boyle’s 
high and intluential political position and 
the RFC Joan to the St. Louis printing 
firm one month after he assumed office, 
and shortly after it had engaged his legal 
services. But it is striking that the thrice- 
denied firm did get a Joan after it had 
engaged Mr. Boyle. Practical men know 
their way around. 

The point raised is of the type that 
engages the committee that is investigat- 
ing the advisability of a code of ethics for 
public officials. It was, of course, not ille- 
gal for Mr. Boyle as a high party officer 
to maintain his law affairs. But it was 
highly improper. Political morals are not 
alone a matter of law; they are a matter 
of proper conduct. 

When a cat has milk on his whiskers 
and the milk bottle is overturned, cause 
and effect are not difficult to trace. 
When a company hires an. influential 
party leader as its legal counsel and then 
secures an RFC loan thrice-denied, the 
comparison of the cat and the milk is 
not illogical or remote.

Back in March, Republican Chairman 
Guy Gabrielson was charged on the floor 
of the House with securing an $18,500,000 
RFC loan for the firm of which he is 
president and accepting a $100,000 fee for 
it. Mr. Gabrielson denied that he re- 
ceived any compensation other than as 
president and counsel. 

Now the militantly independent 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch declares that 
Democratic Chairman William M. Boyle 
obtained a $465,000 loan from the RFC 
for a St. Louis company after its own 
application had been turned down three 
times. 


Mr. Boyle declares any compensation 
he received was for legal services. The 
Post-Dispatch insists that the records of 
the company show $8000 paid to Mr, Boyle 
after the loan was approved and carried 
on the books as “commissions.” 


Even were ali the allegations proved 
true, it is doubtful that either man would 
be shown as violating any law. It is 
certain, however, that they would have 
violated any defensible code of govern- 
ment-business ethics and the sensibilities 
of good citizens everywhere. 


Party heads long ago became quasi- 
officials of the total machinery of Ameri- 
can.government. Whatever written code 
may emerge from the Douglas subcom- 
mittee’s consideration of ethics in public 
office should take account of the par- 
ticular -posts of influence held by top 
party officers.

Between Book Ends 


Jews in U.S. at Time of Crisis 
AMERICAN JEWRY AND THE CIVIL WAR, by Bertram 

W. Korn. (Jewish Publication Society of America, 

Philadeiphia, 33! pgs., 

It is the sidelights that oftentimes are 
the most interesting revelations within a 
bigger story. The history of the Civil War 
has been explored from all possible an- 

gles, but it was up 
to Bertram Korn to 
draw our attention 
to the experiences of 
the Jewish minority 

' during that period 
of general confusion. 
As always in times 

of distress and inse- 
curity, popular fears 
and resentments 
were transposed into 
hatred, and the 
smal] group of Jews 
in America -—- most 

, of whom were new- 

Bertram W. Korn comers—was a con- 

venient scapegoat. 

One of the most surprising violations 
of the American Constitution was Gen. 
Grant’s order of December 17, 1862, order- 
ing the expulsion from Tennessee of all 
Jews, “as a class violating every regula- 
tion of trade ... within 24 hours from 

receipt of this order.” 
a long controversy developed. Grant 
néver admitted that he had done a wrong, 
nor did he deny he was prejudiced against 
Jews. Lincoln rescinded the order after 
he had been convinced that it was based 
on false premises. 

The Civil War also produced its Gerald 
L.. K. Smith in the person of “Parson” Wil- 
jiam Ganaway Brownlow, whose main ar- 
gument against Jews was that “they had 
murdered Christ.” He was typical of all 
anti-Semites: facts did not mean much to 
him, so he twisted them around until 
they served his purposes. 

The chapter entitled “American Judaeo- 
phobia, 1861-65” covers 32 pages. Anti- 
Semitism was rampant in both the North 
and the South. Korn ascribes ft to psy- 
chological reasons: “Consciously or un- 
consciously, an escape valve was neces- 
sary.” 

It was during the Civil War that the 
American Jews won the right to send 
chaplains.into the army. On July 17, 1862, 
Congress adopted a version of the chap- 
laincy law making it possible for rabbis - 
to enter the army. The principle of equal- 
ity was upheld.

Those Glorious Years 


THE GOLDEN HAMMOCK, by Laetitia Irwin. 

Brown & Co., 373 pqs., $3.) 

The years between 1898 and 1917 were, 
according to Gordon Douglas, “glorious 
years ... they swung there, the way a 
hammock swings—with ore end anchored 
deep in Manila Bay and the other end 
invisible.” In 1917 they were ended. 

The Golden Hammock is the story of 
those 18 years, covering the lives of the 

ugias children, as they lived them in 
the most aristocratic section of St. Denis. 
The Douglas family had social position, 
money and a large circle of friends simi- 
lariy situated. Nisba Douglas, the heroine 
and the oldest Douglas child, was a tall, 
awkward girl who did not fit easily into 
her mother’s plans for a “good marriage,” 
but. she dutifully fulfilled her duties as a 
debutante while still trying to develop her 
own personality. 

Mrs. Douglas was a spoiled Southern 
beauty, kind at times but usually tactless 
and greatly concerned about family and 
money. Her husband was a kindly, demo- 
cratic man who wanted his children to be 
happy. Overshadowing both parents was 
Grandmother, who was still fighting the 
Civil War. 

It is obvious-that the author drew on 
her home town of Louisville, and her own 
life for the background of this novel. The 
atmosphere is good, but her characters are 
not fully developed. Nevertheless, The 
Golden Hammock is a pleasant bodk about 
pleasant people.

Nation's Polluted Playground: Miami 


The Fabulous Coast Is Turned Into a Plunderground 


for Criminals 


Following is the sixth install- 
ment condensed from the book, 
“Crime*in America,” by Senator 
Estes Kefaufer, copyright 1951; 
published by Doubleday, Inc.

United States Senator 

S we opened the hearings in 
A Miami, it oppressed us that an 

area so blessed by nature 
could be so polluted by man. The 
fabulous coast had become the 
plunderground as well as the 
playground for America’s most 
vicious criminals. 

With the nod of well-paid so- 
ralled law enforcement officers, 
Miami was the winter capital of 
the national crime syndicate. 

A great deal of this has been 
changed. The Senate Crime Com- 
mittee’s investigation bolstered 
the efforts of Miami's decent clti- 
zens to strike back against the 
underworld. 

Even months after our dis- 
closure in Miami, the lid still 
was clamped tight upen illegal 
bookmaking, in so far as any 
large scale activity was con- 
cerned, and many of the gambling 
casinos run by out-of-state hood- 
lums were shut down. 

Let us begin with the story of 
Walter Clark, sheriff since 1933 
of neighboring Broward county, 
of which prosperous Fort Lauder- 
dale is the seat. In Sheriff Clark’s 
bailiwick, There were three noto- 
rious gambling joints. Among the 
out-of-state racketeers said to be 
associated with them—as well as 
in Miami casinos—were the in- 
famous Joe Adonis, the brothers 
Meyer and Jake Lansky, Vincent 
(Jimmy Blue-Eyes) Alo and 
bookmaker Frank Erickson (since 
imprisoned), all of New York 
City and New Jersey; and, from 
Detroit, Joe Massei and. William 
G. Bischoff, alias Lefty Clark. 

I asked Clark why he violated 
his oath of office by ever letting 
them operate. He gave the brazen 
reply: 

“I was elected on the liberal 
ticket, and the people want it and 
they enjoy it.”

LARK went on to reveal he 
Cra been well acquainted with 

gambler Jake Lansky for 12 or 
15 years and that Lansky, among 
others, ‘‘contributes to the cam- 
paign.” 

We queried Sheriff Clark about 
his various investments. He men- 
tioned many, but one which he 
did not name was a one-quarter 
interest in the Broward Novelty 
Co. The company, as the com- 
mittee noted in a report to the 
Senate, “operates an illegal bolita 
(a Cuban ‘numbers’ lottery) and 
slot machine business.” 

1 taxed Sheriff Clark with his 
failure to tell us about the novelty 
company business when we ex- 
amined him the first time. His 
reply was, “I never thought about 
it at the time.” 

In Miami (Dade cqunty), we 
looked into the activities of 
James A. (Smiling Jimmy) Sulli- 
van, a former traffic policeman 
who had been sheriff since Janu- 
ary, 1945. The voluble Jimmy, who 
wasn’t smiling much toward the 
end of his examination, admitted 
that his assets jumped from 
$2500 to approximately $70,000 
during his five years in office. 

Of Smiling Jimmy’s perform- 
ance on the witness stand, the 
committee, in its report, had to 
conelade: “Much of Sullivan’s 
testimony was vague and evasive 
and the committee does not con- 
sider it credible.” The fantastic 
aftermath, however, was this: 

After a grand jury indicted Sul- 
livan, charging him with neglect 
of duty, failing to enforce gam- 
bling laws, and permitting depu- 
ties to accept bribes, Gov. Fuller 
Warren, in October, 1950, sus- 
pended him from office. Early in 
April, 1951, however, the indict- 
ment having been dismissed on a 
t-chnicality, the governor rein- 
stated him—just before the state 
Senate was scheduled to take ac- 
tion which observers” believe 
would have made Sullivan’s re- 
moval permanent. 

(Editor’s note: Sullivan in June 
resigned <s sheriff of Dade coun- 
tv: Clark was ousted as Broward 
county sheriff by the Governor.) 

A tragic sidelight was told us 
by George Patton, who, after 
serving his country honorably in 
World War II, became a Miami 
Beach policeman and later a 
deputy. He declared he had in- 
tended to be an honest officer but 
soon “learned that law enforce- 
ment didn’t always operate the 
way I thought it did.” 

Patton said that when he later 
became a deputy of Sheriff Sul- 
livan, he collected “close to $50.- 
000” in bribes over a period of 
nine months for protecting gam- 
bling on Miami Beach. 

Hunting evidence as to the in-

terstate nature of criminal oper- 
ations in Miami, we found that 
Frank Erickson had _ financed 
Abe Allenberg, a New York at- 
torney in the operation of the 
Wofford Hotel. 

Two other Miami Beach hotels 
had special prominence in the 
operations of mobsters. One was 
the Sands hotel operated jointly 


by Alfred (Big Al) Polizzi, one- ° 


time Cleveland mobster, and Dave 
Glass and Benny Street, both of 
whom had convictions in Phila- 
delphia as horse-book operators. 
We also learned from questioning 
Polizzi that his good friend, John 
Angersola, silently held half of 
Polizzi’s 25 per cent interest in 
the Sands. Angersola, in addition 
to interests in the Wofford and 
the Sands, had a piece of still 
another mob-favored hotel, the 
Grand. 
* * * 


URELY local and state politi- 
Pra matters, of course, were 

outside of our jurisdiction, but 
we had a legitimate interest in 
Gov. Warren’s 1948 campaign 
financing because of a $100,000 
contribution from William John- 
ston, the Chicago and Miami 
horse and dog track operator and 
long-time associate of the Capone 
gang. 

Johnston insisted, of course, 
that it was merely his “strong 
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friendship” for the governor 
which prompted the gift. 

The gigantic operation of the 
S&G bookmaking’ syndicate was 
another major avenue of inquiry. 
The syndicate, which itself ad- 
mitted that it grossed $26,000,000 
in 1948, was started in Miami 
Beach 1944 by five “local” 
boys. 

For a long time the S&G 
monopoly over Miami Beach 
bookmaking was almost 100 per 
cent complete. Even the then- 
powerful Frank Erickson, who 
had paid $45,000 for a _ three- 
month bookmaking concession at 
Meyer Schine’s luxurious Roney 
Plaza hotel, came to grief when 
he attempted to buck it. Schine, 
after he broke off an arrange- 
ment with S&G and made the 
contract with Erickson, was vis- 
ited by Detective Pat Perdue of 
the Miami Beach police. Schine 
said that Perdue told him he 
should not let the contract go to 
Frickson—that ‘we don’t want 
any outsiders in here.” 

The hotel man made the mis- 
take, he said, of defying Perdue. 
In two weeks; Perdue raided the 
Erickson-Roney Plaza book out 
of business. Next year, Schine ex- 
plained, the concession was leased 
“to somebody who was supposed to 
be associated with the S&G...” 

There was only one flaw in the 
S&G’s highly efficient operation.

It 
is the committee’s contention that 
Guzik & Accardo, acting for the 
Chicago-Capone Syndicate, dis- 
patched Harry Russell, a Chicago 
gambler, to S&G early in 1949. 

Understandably devoted to their 
$26,000,000 business, the S&G 
partners didn’t want to be “mus- 
cled.” They declined. The Chi- 
cago interests were disappointed 
but gentlemanly about it. Nothing 


‘erude transpired. 


Their Mr. Russell simply began 
building up a syndicate of his 
own, and bookies at a number of 
plush hotels, dominated by the 
Chicago mob, flocked over to Rus- 
sell. 

Next, Gov. Warren’s crime in- 
vestigator, W. O. Crosby, ap- 
peared. Here things get a little 
complicated: His friend, Russell, 
Crosby conceded to us, started 
feeding him information on va- 
rious books that he might raid, 
and Crosby started raiding them. 
All were places operated by S&G 
bookies. 

Finally came the crusher: S&G 
was buying its wire service from 
the local distributor of the same 
Continental Press that already 
hac undergone the experience of 
being squeezed by Guzik and Ac- 
cardo. This service was abruptly 
shut off, leaving S&G paralyzed. 

In just about 10 days, the S&G 
partners took another look at 
Harry Russell and decided they 
had been wrong.. They decided 
to recapitalize their business — 
though they admitted tv us that 
they really did not need any capi- 
tal—and to let Russell have one- 
sixth interest. The price they 
ased for this one-sixth interest 
in a business that had grossed 
$26,000,000 the previous year was 


$20,000. 
A vouent into the S&G for 
$20,000, the S&G “boys” hap- 
pened to buy a boat named the 
Clari-Jo. The price of the Clari- 
Jo happened to be $20,000, and 
the owner of the boat—lots of co- 
incidences here — just happened 
to be Tony Accardo. 

Accardo, when we had him in 
the witness chair later, refused 
repeatedly to answer questions 
about it. Finally, however, Sen- 
ator Wiley innocently inquired, 
“Who baptized that name, Clari- 
Jo? Accardo, momentarily off- 
guard, replied, “That is my wife’s 
first name and my middle name.” 
As spectators roared with merri- 
ment, «the crestfallen hoodlum 
rubbed his jaw with the hand 
that has*°a dove tattooed between 
the thumb and trigger-finger. 

“TI fell into that one!” he 
blurted.

St. Louis Colony in Hawaiian Islands 


Harris Teachers College Graduates, for Seventh Year, to Teach Children of the Islands

OUNG St. Louis graduates of 


the old home town into the ex- 
otic soil of the Hawaiian Islands. 

Custom has now grown into tra- 
dition, and this fall, for the sev- 
enth consecutive year, Harris 
alumnae will. be traveling back 
across the Pacific to teach in 
Hawaiian public schools. So pop- 
ular are the young teachers from 
the “mainland” that a St. Louis 
cottage has been designated for 
their use on one of the school 
campuses.

Miss League, 
who was in her third year at the 
school, expects to remain in St. 

Miss Seaton, 
who has been in Hawaii two 
years, will return in the fall, and 
Miss Howard, who was there last 
winter for her first school year, is 
tentatively planning to return.

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Miss Seaton recalled the strange 
sight of an imported evergreen 
Christmas tree replanted on the 
beach near their school and illu- 
minated with bright lights. 

The absence of seasonal changes 
in the weather was strange to the 
Midwesterners, and they admitted 
they would have liked to have 
felt a few chilly breezes occasion- 
ally as a variation from the year- 
round mild temperatures of the 
islands. 

“The children, of course, have 
very strange ideas about the 
United States,” said Miss Seaton. 
“Some of them think it snows al} 
the time here, and some of them 
are sure all people or the main- 
land are millionaires. 

“They have no cenception of 
what snow is like. I tried to ex- 
plain it, and once when we were 
on a little tour, I took them into 
the refrigeration room of a mar- 
ket. As usual, most of them were 
barefooted, and the ice on the 
floor and the freezing tempera- 
tures actually scared them. We 
had a little riot for a few 
minutes.”

HE year-round mild tempera- 
tures and lack of drastic tem- 
perature changes between 
summer and winter result in a 
general unhurried atmosphere and 
encourages procrastination, the 
St. Louisans said. One of the 
favorite Hawaiian expressions is, 
“Tl get around to it bye and bye.” 

“Only,” said Miss Seaton, “‘bye 
and bye never comes.” 

The curriculum in the Ha- 
waiian schools is much the same 
as in the United States, Miss 
League said, except that home- 
making for the girls and agri- 
culture for the boys are stressed 
in the upper grades. If a boy has 
not studied agriculture in the 
elementary grades he.must in- 
clude it in his high school work. 
Territory school laws require stu- 
dents to remain in school until 
they are 16, but because they are 
put ‘back a year if they fail, 
rather than a half-grade as is the 
custom here, 15- and 16-year-olds 
are sometimes enrolled in the sev- 
enth and eighth grades. 

Sales people in the stores were 
particularly friendly to the young 
teachers from the United States, 
but some of the parents at first 
viewed them with suspicion when 
they made their “duty calls” at 
the first of the school year. 

“Some of them refused to come 
to the door and talk with us,” 
Miss League recalled. “We knew 
they were inside their homes, but 
they wouldn’t have anything to 
do with us. However, as far as 
school work was concerned, none 
of them ever questioned or criti- 
cized us.”

North hesitated appreciably be- 
fore making his three-spade call, 
and this probably influenced East 
to double the final contract. How- 
ever, East might have made that 
double in any case, because, with 
his partner bidding hearts freely, 
the opponents figured to have 
their work cut out for them to 
make tne tricks at spades. 

If West had give: the most 
carefub consideration to the bid- 
ding he might have hit upon the 
lead which would have fixed 
South — namely, the singleton 
trump—but West elected to lay 
down the king of hearts. De- 
clarer should have been very 
grateful that dummy’s trumps had 
been left intact, but he soon gave 
back his advantage. Winning the 
first trick with the heart ace, he 
led a low diamond to the king 
and returned the diamond seven 
to his ace, then ruffed a diamond 
with the trump five. East over- 
ruffed with the six and lost no 
time in returning a trump to 
knock out the ace. Now South 
was left with three more losers— 
a trump, ‘a heart ard a diamond 
—and so was defeated one trick, 

It is inexcusable to toss away a 
game contract as South did here, 
since the winning line of play is 
almost elementary. The key play 
—if it can be so dignified—is to 
ruff the third diamond with the 
trump ace, so that the quite nor- 
mal 4-2 break of the diamond 
suit cannot be fatal. After prop- 
erly ruffing with the trump ace 
declarer can continue in almost 
any fashion. He can lead the 
trump from dummy, and later 
give West a diamond trick: or he 
can ruff a club and ruff out the 
diamonds, letting East over-ruff 
at this point.

rages in United States summer 
colonies like this ane.

I JUST SPENT a week around the Manyara area, and 


haven't fired a shot at either rhino or oryx. Hapana faro. 
Hapana choroa. Hapana is a very expressive Swahili word 
which means no, none, ain't got none, don’t stop. It is the 
classic negative. 

But I am grateful to this rhino I never shot, this oryx I 
never shot, and am prouder of both than of all the beautiful 
trophies that nest in the back of Annie Lorry, the undependable 
truck. I never worked so hard for anything in my life before. 

Harry Selby, my professional hunter, and I were up and 
out of camp every day at daybreak. We got home at 9 p.m., 
because we never stopped working until the shooting light was 
gone. Jessica the jeep averaged a hundred miles a day over 
acridly dusty plain and nearly impassable swamp. We got 
stuck in rivers. We climbed minor mountains. We struggled 
through swamp ooze and high cane and crawled on bellies.

1 THINK WE SPOTTED and stalked about 16 rhino, alto- 
gether. They were either cows with calves or young bulls with 
negligible horns.

The oryx was nearly nix, fled to God knows where from 
the long grasses. The two little bands we found spooked and 
took off from a thousand yards.

The 18-mile, two-hour-plus drive along Manyara’s 
shores and the searing wastes of high plains became unbear- 
able, because we knew every bump and pighole, every thorn 
tree and donga by intimate, painful name. Hapana faro. But 
just wait ‘til tomorrow. 


Concealing Adoption

. OUR problem is an easy one, Mrs. B. All you have to do 
yi to tell the truth. I'll let the readers of this column 
confirm my opinion, after reading your letter: 

“I am 30 years_old, happily married. When I was 7, the 
mother of one of my playmates blurted out the fact that I 
was an adopted child. Since I had never heard anything about 
this at home, I realized that my parents did not want me to 
know, so I never referred to it in any way at home. The idea 
did not disturb me—perhaps because I was so young. They 
were good parents. 
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“Recently I learned from a relative that my parents have 
lived in agony all these years, fearing that I would discover 
the truth. Since I discovered it 23 years ago, I’m wondering 
just what I ought to do. If I go to them (they are now quite 
old) and tell them that I have in effect always known the truth, 
maybe it will release them from a terrible sense of anxiety and 
conflict. On the other hand, if I now tell them, maybe it will 
create a barrier between them and me and lead to emotional 
distress on their part that I can not foresee. I wouldn’t hurt 
them for the world. What's the wise thing for me to do?” 

The wise thing is to tell them the truth, Mrs. B., and to 
do it in a casual way. You can find an opportunity to bring 
up the subject naturally and to say in effect, “You know, when 
I first learned that you had adopted me, it simply made me 
love you all the more, and I’ve done so ever since. I realized 
how much you have done for me—so much more than you 
really were obliged to do—and that you did it all merely 
because you wanted me,” and so on. Make it strong, Mrs. B. 
These two poor old souls will welcome it and they need it! 
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I PUBLISH your letter because I want to draw the moral 
from it, which some people seem still to have missed. It’s 
useless, as well as unwise, to try to conceal the fact of adoption. 
Nearly always it will come to light eventually. The knowledge 
will not upset the child when young, but in later years, especial- 
ly after marriage, it occasionally can be distressing. 

If you adopt an infant, see to it that he never has anything 
to unlearn in this respect. Tell him from the beginning—he 
may be too young to understand and if so, that makes no dif- 
ference. Tell him again and again. Let him keep in mind 
that he is a “wanted child,” chosen by you because you loved 
and desired him. When he understands that thoroughly, you 
won't need to refer to it again unless it comes up naturally. 

If you'll be honest with an adopted child, you may save 
him a lot of grief, and, as in Mrs. B.’s case you may even save 
yourself a lot of grief. :

Group Still Keeps Up Hectic Year-Round Pace; 'Three Men on a Horse’ Next

HE AUDITORIUM on the sec- 
T ons floor of the Downtown 

Y.M.C.A. is about as cool these 
nights as the steam room in a 
reducing parlor. The heat boils 
around in waves you can almost 
touch and the seats.of the chairs 
are hotter than an iron pump hap- 
dle in the August sun. But all 
this goes unnoticed by an en- 
thusiastic little group of thes- 
pians, members of the “Y” Play- 
ers Little Theater, who are ready- 
ing a theater-in-the-round produc- 
tion of “Three Men on a Horse” 
for three performances on the 
Y.M.H.A. roof at 724 Union boule- 
vard tomorrow, Sunday and Mon- 
day evenings. 

“We've never let the heat stop 
us yet,” laughed Irma Schira 
Tucker, who has been director of 
the group since it was organized 
14 years ago. “We never stop for 
ice or snow either. The “Y” 
Players miss very few nights get- 
ting together. Either we’: cast- 
ing, or in rehearsal or giving a 
performance, almost 365 days out 
of the year.” 

In 1937 when the “Y” Players 
came into being as a group there 
were just 17 members. Today 
there are 65—housewives, office 
girls, executtves, salesmen, stu- 
dents. The group has given 60 
major productions and for the 
past four summer seasons has de- 
voted its efforts to productions 
staged in arena style. Last month 
the group presented the Kauf- 
man-Ferber comedy of theatrical 
life,” “Stage Door,” in the round 
on the Y.M.H.A. roof. “Three Men 
on a Horse,” the comedy written 
by John Cecil Holm and George 
Abbott, about the timid ‘\ riter -of 
greeting card verses who turns 
out to be a genius at doping a 
form sheet, is the group’s second 
ambitious undertaking of the 
summer. 

“We're all enthusiastic about 
theater-in-the-round,”’ Mrs. Tuck- 
er says. “It’s great fun where you 
have the audience seated on the 
same level and surrounding the 
acting areas. Then, too, you can 
do plays in the round very cheap- 
ly. For an arena style production 
you need no curtain, little scen- 
ery and very few props. It’s ideal 
for us because we never have any 
money. All we've got is en- 
thusiasm.” 
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EEDLESS to say, none of the 
N-y players ever realizes a 

nickel out of a performance. 
Theirs is stricfly a labor of love 
and whatever surplus is left from 
one performance is promptly 
sunk in the next. 

“We never buy a thing if we 
can help it,” explained Betty B. 
Scott, an advertising copywriter 
who takes the role of Mabel, the 
incredibly dumb and fading ex- 
Follies dolly in the play. “We 
beg or borrow all our props, but 
‘Three Men on a Horse’ threw us 
for a loop. Not one of us knew 
where we could borrow enough 
Racing Forms for use in the play. 
We finally had to spend $2 for 
Racing Forms and it almost broke 
our heart.” 


The only group in St. Louis 
consistently presenting produc- 
tions in the round, the “Y” Play- 
ers welcome new members and 
promise any newcomer a chance 
in some production within a 


matter of weeks after he joins 
the group. 

“We don’t operate on the star 
system,” says William Warford, 
who works in the billing depart- 
ment of an oil well machinery 
manufacturing concern and who 
carries the exceptionally heavy 
role of Erwin in “Three Men on 
a Horse.” “I got a swell role in 
this play, but maybe in the next 
I'll just be a walk on or a prop 
boy. We’re not in this thing for 
fame or fortune. All we want 
out of it is a little fun.” 

Warford himself has been with 
the group more than six years 
and Herman Buergler, a manu- 
facturer’s representative, and 
Alvin Queen, a safety engineer, 
both of whom also have roles in 
“Three Men on a Horse,” have 
been active in the “Y” Players 
for 13 of its 14 years of existence. 

In arena-style productions both 
actors and stage hands move 
freely among the audience in 
making exits and entrances and 
in carrying properties on and off 
stage. In New York City and 
elsewhere throughout the country 
theater-in-the-round has been en- 
joying a considerable vogue. The 
“Y” Players first experimented 
with arena-style plays. in 1939, 
but it was not until 1948 that they 
began doing all their summer 
productions in the round for 
open-air presentation. 

“The audience likes the feel-

“And 
we’ve had some fair-sized audi- 
ences for our theater-in-the- 
round productions. We've done 
some fairly complicated produc- 
tions, too, things like ‘Dream 
Girl’ and -‘I Remember Mama.’ 
In fact there isn’t an amateur 
group in the United States at- 
tempting to do in-the-round such 
ambitious productions as we have 
done.”

A rouna summer season and 

monthly productions in the 
conventional style during the bal- 
ance of the year, the “Y” Players 
conduct a yearly national one-act 
play contest, which attracts both 
professional and amateur play- 
wrights.

In 1947, the “Y” Players pro- 
duction of “Mr. Pim Passes By” 
was televised by KSD-TV, and be- 
fore the Korean war the group 


had a regular hospital unit that 
staged one-act plays in veterans 
hospitals in and around St. Louis, 
Not long ago when the group 
staged “The Silver Whistle” at 
Fort Leonard Wood, several for- 
mer members of the “Y” players 
were in the uniformed audience. 


“And romance blossoms in our 
midst quite often,” Mrs. Tucker 
laughs. “We've had six couples 
marry in the group.” 

Despite the heat and the hu- 
midity, members of the cast of 
“Three Men on a Horse” have 
rehearsed every night for the past 
three weeks until the small hours 
of the morning and staged extra 
rehearsals on Saturday and Sun- 
day afternoons.
